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INTRODUCTION 


Nassau County comprises an area of about 274 square miles in western 
Long Island (fig. 1). It is bounded on the east by Suffolk County, on the 
west by Queens County, on the north by Long Island Sound, and on the south 
by the Atlantic Ocean. The U. S. Geological Survey in cooperation with the 
New York State Water Resources Commission and the Nassau County Department 
of Public Works has carried on monitoring and investigatory programs on the 
water resources of Nassau County since 1932. Chloride and temperature 
determinations are important aspects of the hydrologic monitoring program 
in Nassau County. The purpose of this report is to present a. summary of 
these basic data to supplement interpretative reports which have been pub- 
lished or are in preparation. 


The chloride and temperature measurements in this report include most 
published and unpublished data from about 1895 to 1962. Tables 1 and 3 
summarize the ranges of temperature and chloride content of water from 
wells and streams sampled more than once; however, selected single deter- 
minations also have been included in those tables to provide a better rep- 
resentation of early conditions and a better areal coverage. So
e individual 
temperature measurements and chloride concentrations for sites sampled peri- 
odically are presented in tables 2 and 4. 


Additional data on water temperature and chloride content are on file at 
the U. S. Geological Survey office at Mineola, New York. 


Chloride analyses were made by the U. S. Geological Survey; Nassau 
County Department of Health; Nassau County Department of Public Works; 
New York State Department of Health; and the City of New York Department 
of Water Supply, Gas and Electricity. Most temperature measurements were 
made by the U. S. Geological Survey with laboratory-type mercury thermome- 
ters calibrated directly to the nearest tenth of a degree. 


The principal water-bearing units in Nassau County are the upper 
Pleistocene deposits and Jameco Gravel of Pleistocene age and the Magothy(?) 
Formation and the Lloyd Sand Membe
 of the Raritan Formation of Late 
Cretaceous age. Deposits of Recent age are largely restricted to the coastal 
areas and are a minor source of water, owing to their thinness and the high 
chloride content of the water that they contain in most places. Detailed 
descriptions of the geology and hydrology of these units and the extent of 
sea-water encroachment in Nassau County are given in reports by Perlmutter 
and Geraghty (1963), Swarzenski (1963), Lusczynski and Swarzenski (1965), 
Isbister (1964), and Veatch and others (1906). Records of wells are given 
in Leggette and others (1938), Roberts and Brashears (1946), and Johnson and 
others (1958). 
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:?late 1 shows the location of wells and surface-water bodies for which 
ei the::- chloride or temperature determinations, or both, are presented. Map 
coordinates of each well and surface-water sampling site are shown in tables 
1 and 3 by the letter and number of the grid square within which the well or 
site is shown on plate 1. 


J
bout 6,200 chloride determinations from 540 wells, and about 3,150 
temperature determinations from 380 wells are given in tables 1 and 2. Water 
sampl'=s were collected from observation, public-supply, and industrial wells. 
The w.3.ter-bearing rock unit tapped by each well is shown in the geologic 
sourc= column of table 1. The wells are listed serially by the official 
New YJrk State well number (Nl, NlO, etc.). These numbers indicate approxi- 
matel'r the chronological order in which the wells were drilled. The prefix 
"N" is omitted for convenience from the well numbers shown on plate 1. 


Tables 3 and 4 list 48 chloride d.eterminations and about 1,200 tempera- 
ture determinations from 48 sites on streams and ponds. Stream samples are 
prefixed by "NS" and are numbered serially. Miscellaneous chloride and tem- 
perature measurements were made at surface-water sites NSl - NS38. Surface- 
water temperatures are monitored monthly at sites NS39 - NS48. 


CHLORIDE CONCENTRATION 


In the ground waters sampled, chloride concentrations ranged from about 
2 to 9,200 ppm (parts per million) in the upper Pleistocene d.eposits, 2 to 
12,900 ppm in the 
'ameco Gravel, about 1 to 16, 700 ppm in the Magothy(?) 
Forme.tion, and about 1 to 2,800 in the Lloyd Sand Member of the Raritan 
Formexion. Most of the chloride concentrations listed in the tables are 
less than 10 ppm and represent uncontaminated water. Concentrations in 
excef::s of this amount generally are attributed to one or more of five prin- 
cipaJ. sources of contamination: (1) sea water, (2) fertilizer, (3) domestic 
wastes, (4) industrial wastes, and (5) road salting. 


Chloride concentrations in the streams generally ranged from about 
5 to 25 ppm. Samples from estuaries and bays contain several hundred to 
about 16,000 ppm of chloride. A sample of Atlantic Ocean water collected 
south of Long Beach (pl. 1, A-5) had a chloride concentration of about 
17, 000 ppm. 


The U. S. Public Health Service (1962) recommends that chloride in drink- 
ing 'vater should not exceed 250 ppm if other more suitable water supplies are 
available. Larger amounts of chlorides -- as much as 500 ppm -- in drinking 
wate:
 may not be harmf'ul, but the water may taste salty if concentrations are 
in excess of 250 ppm. 
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Sea-water contamination of Nassau County's ground water is restricted. 
to the near-shore areas in the southern and northern parts of the county. 
Part of the salty water occurs naturally, part is due to pumping of wells, 
which draws in tongues or wedges of salty ground water, and part is due to 
inundation of low-lying shoreline areas during extraordinary high tides. 
Some scattered high chloride concentrations (as high as 2,500 ppm) in the 
ground water of northwestern Nassau County are due to contamination result- 
ing from the intermittent use of salty bay water in washing sand and gravel 
for commercial use. (Swarzenski, 1963, p. 51.) 


At Port Washington (northern Nassau County, pl. 1), salt-water 
encroachment in the Jameco Gravel was first detected in 1944. After shut- 
down of most of the deep wells and curtailment of pumpage from the remain- 
ing wells about 1955, the chloride content gradually decreased. In the same 
general area part of the shallow deposits is contaminated by salty bay water 
used for washing sand and gravel. On the east side of the Port Washington 
area near Bar Beach brackish water from sand.- and gravel-washing operations 
has contaminated both the shallow and the deep deposits. 


In southwestern Nassau County the landward limit of the main wedge of 
salty water in the Pleistocene deposits and the Magothy(?) Formation trends 
irregularly northwest from about a mile or two east of Lido Beach to Woodmere 
at the Queens County line (Lusczynski and Swarzenski, 1965). The position of 
this salt-water front is moving slowly inland due to pumping. The present 
rate of advance of the front is probably less than 10-20 feet per year 
regionally, but locally, near pumping wells, it may be as much as several 
hundred feet per year (Perlmutter and Geraghty, 1963, p. 103-107 and 
Lusczynski and Swarzenski, 1965). 


The use of fertilizers prior to the year 1945, when much of Nassau 
County was farmed, has caused some small increases locally in the chloride 
content of the ground water. At the present time, the use of fertilizers is 
generally limited to lawns, but the residual effects of their former use is 
still apparent in some areas. 


Domestic wastes are discharged in many parts of Nassau County through 
cesspools, septic tanks, or leaching beds. Ground water in the immediate 
vicinity of such installations commonly contains above-normal concentrations 
of chloride derived from human wastes. The contamination from this source is 
greatest in the upper Pleistocene deposits beneath d.ensely populated residen- 
tial areas. 


Possible sources of chloride contamination by industrial wastes in 
Nassau County include brine from ice plants, meat-packing and food-process- 
ing plants, and salts from electroplating operations. The disposal of such 
waste waters through recharge basins and wells may cause some increase 
locally in the chloride content of the ground water. 
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Calcium chloride and sodium chloride are used on some roads and high- 
ways in Nassau County for ice control in the winter and dust control in 
the summer. Chloride concentrations in the ground water near treated roads 
may be high temporarily, but they decrease rapidly away from the treated 
areas due to dilution from recharge and diffusion. Above-normal chloride 
concentrations may occur also in ground water in the vicinity of recharge 
basins that receive storm and melt water from roads which have been salted. 


WATER TEMPERATURE 


The temperature of ground water to a depth of about 200 feet below land 
surface is generally about 3° to 6°F above the average annual air tempera- 
ture (8ollins, 1925, p. 98). Below about 200 feet the temperature of the 
ground water increases about 1°F for each 60 to 100 feet of depth. 


Natural ground-water temperatures in Nassau County generally range from 
about 50°F in the upper Pleistocene deposits to about 70°F in the Lloyd Sand 
Member. Ground water is commonly used in cooling and air-conditioning sys- 
tems in Nassau County because of its ready availability, low cost and rela- 
tively constant temperature. 


The New York State Water Resources Commission requires that water pumped 
for air-conditioning systems at a rate in excess of 45 
pm (gallons per 
minute) be returned to the source aquifer, to conserve the quantity of avail- 
able ground water. In some places this may reduce the usefulness of the 
water for further cooling purposes. No widespread thermal pollution has been 
detect8d to date but high water temperatures have been reported locally at 
scattered wells in commercial areas where supply wells and recharge wells are 
relatively closely spaced and are screened at about the same depths. 


S
rface water is not generally used for cooling because of its large 
variation in temperature. Surface-water temperatures fluctuate over a wide 
range jiurnally and seasonally because of variations in air temperature and 
radiation from the sun. The average monthly temperature of surface water 
can be expected to be within a few degrees of the average monthly air temper- 
ature .when the air temperature is above freezing.
